A Lively Day in t-e Police Court-An Immense 
Crowd of People Pack into the Court Room 
to Hear the Testimonuy~ZExpert Testi- 
mony as to the Nude in Art. 


High art in the police court ! 

When Recorder Andersun sounded the 
hewgag yesterday the court room was packed 
with a crowd as dense as sardines in a box. 

Spectators were jammed into every place 
where it was possible fora manto securea 
fovthold or hang on by his eye-brows. Out- 
side the bar of the court the motley crowd 
wasso thick that it was impossible to pass 
through, and within the bar staid old citi- 
zeps, police officers, newspeper reporters, 
artists and lawyers appeared as a sort of lam- 
prequin, fringing the recorder’s throne.

THE FIRST WITNESS CALLED. 

Ex Mayor Sam Spencer wok the stand, 
cleaied bis throatand looked a wee bit like 
he bad some fun on band. 

He swore that he had seen the pictures at 
Pitchtord’s store. He saw a crowd in front 
of the sture, and wentthere and found that 
the attraction was the three nude pictures, 
the “Twin Stars,’ *‘Lady Godiva” and the 
“Temptation of St. Anthuony.’’ He was con 
siderably shocked, but went back several 
times at the svggestion of other parties to see 
the pictures. He regarded them as obscene. 

‘Are they high art pictures?’ asked Mr. 
Angier. 

‘| thought the art was very high,”’ said the 
colone!. 

Mr. Speer then took hold of the colonel for 
across examination. The colonel admitted 
that be was nota judgeofart but said he 
considered any nude p'cture indecent. Mr. 
Speer showed him some nude pictures in the 
American Art Journsl and he said he con- 
sidered them indecent. 

Tbe colonel was shown several pictures of 
nude statuary; one of Eve listening to the 
voice of the tempter. He considered them 
all indecent, 

“If Mother Eve were to appear to-day in 
that costume she wouid be arrested,’’ said 
the coionel. 

‘Sae would need a fig leaf, would she?’’ 
asked Mr. Speer. 

‘Yes, several of them,’ was the reply. 

“What would you think of a picture of 
Apollo Belvidere?” asked Mr. Speer. 

“I peversaw one ”’ 

‘Well, he is simply a naked man.”’ 

“Then he ought to be keptin a back room,’’ 
said the colonel. 

MR. JACK JOHNSON TESTIFIES, 

Mr. Jack W. Jvbnson was introduced by 
the prosecution. He was shown the pictures 
and said: 

“T cannot speak for the taste of others, but 
these pictures do not strike me as being 
obscene atall. I have seen the Lady Godiva 
in the pariors of the best men in town,”’ 

‘‘How did you come to see them?” 

‘Well. a month ego l was invited toa re- 
ception and in one of the parlors I saw the 
picture, 1 did not consider it obscene.”’ 

Mr. Speer—‘*W here was that?” 

Mr. Johnson—‘‘I would not like tosay, but 
it was on Peschtree street.” 

Captain Couch was introduced and said 
thai no comp!/aint was made directly to him, 
but ‘hat be heard remarks about the pictures. 

Officer Rapp, who made the arrest, was put 
on ibe stand and said that the pictures were 
obscene in his opinion. Nothing of the kind 
had ever been exhibi ed in Atlanta before. 
His idea was that a naked piciure was ob- 
scene. He made the arrest on account of the 
complaints about the pic’ ures, 

MR, A. SMITH CLAYTON TESTIFIES. 

Mr. Smith Ciayton was intruduced by the 
prosecution, but prov dan unprofitable wit- 
ness fortbatside, He was asked what effect 
the siybhtof such pictures wouid have on the 
common herd, 

“How dol know?’ he asked. “I don’t 
know. Icanteil the effect on myself, butl 
can’ttell the effect on anyone eise, Lt de- 
pends altogether on the culture of a person, 
ifa person did not have the intelligence to 
understand or the artistic sepse to appreciate 
the pictures, they would appeal to the an- 
imaltbat wasin him. It don’t efiect me 
that way, and | am very easily effected.”’ 

Mr. Clayton said he had seen worse pictures 
inshow windows where bpudity wasshown 
Without any apparent meaning. 

t& Mr. Clayton was asked to explain himself. 

“] mean it all depends on the subject, If 
& Wonian raises her dress above her shoe in a 
certuln way itis more suggestive than if she 
appeared on the siege in tights,” 

“In the cancan for instance,’’ said Mr. 
Clayton, turning to Mr. Angier, ‘*‘perhaps 
you have seen it.”’ 

Mr, Clayton said he saw nothing obscene in 
the pictures. They were fine works of art, 
wholiy devoid of vulgarity. 

MR JAMEs H MOSER TESTIFIES, 

Mr. James H. Muser said the pictures were 
beautitui works of art, and he was made a 
better man by looking atthem. He would 
be glad if every man in Atlanta could be ed- 
ucated up to an appreciation of them. 

“Can yeu see anything vulgar in either of 
these pictures?’’ asked Mr, Speer. 

“No. 1 know their aistory. They are 
worksof the very bignest class of art, and 
Cost immeuse sums .of money and 
Lady Godiva has been placed in the very 
beer: of the city of Antwerp, where all but 
the blind can see.”’ | 

Mr. Mezer was askedif the Twin Stars would 
Ofend the modest. He said: 

“Tne idea of that picture reflecting ona 
fuilery or any man’s taste never occurred to 
abybody, and in my opinion could occur to 
oiytwo people. One is the low, vulgar 
han whose ideas are always lewd on the 
Siightest opportunity. The other isa man 
Who might be far too good and pious and 
Chasteand pure,asmy mothefis pure, bat 
Who unfortunately is too bigotted to under- 
Standit. Iam sorry forhim. He is a good 
Man but don’t understand pictures.”’ 

Mr. Moser’s voice trembied with emotion

DR. WHARTUN'S TESTIMONY.

galleries on thataccount. Hesaid thatin St. 
Peter's at Rome there were nude figures—just 
as nude vs the Greek siave—right by the 
alter, Male figures, he said, were always 
represented pertect. He was asked if the 
“Temptation of St. Anthony” was not 
Vu' gar. ; 

“No,” said he, “It is true it shows a great 
lem p'ation, but it shows also that the tempta- 
tion could be resisted, It shows the power of 
religion.”’ 

He said the whole matter was a question of 
education, that the objection to the pictures 
s00n wore off He remurked that missionaries 
bad to preach to naked heathen, but they 
soon got used toit. He spoke of attending a 
brilliant reception once where the host had a 
life-size nude female figure in the parlor and 
the hostess discussed her busband’s love of 
art and commented on the picture. 

JUDGE BLECKLEY TESTIFIES. 

Judge Logan E. Biectiey tesufied that he 
Was a lover of art and had visited several col- 
lections of paintingsin New York. He said 
the nude in art was perfectly legitimate, but 
that anything that was designed to appeal to 
passions and sensuality should be discour- 
aged. but a government that would condemn 
pure nude art would be branded by the art 
sense of the world as barbaric. In his opinion 
the picture of the Lady Godiva was perfectly 
pure. He saw nothing the jeast sensual about 
the picture. [he other two were pure in the 
main. He thought they ought to rank as 
pure art, and he believed Atianta was civil- 
ized enough to receive then. 

He thought, however, some consideration 
should be shown the opposition, and he would 
suggest to his young friend Pitchford to 
keep the ‘nude art’ in the rear. 

Mr. Hal Morrison, thé artist, testified that 
the pictures were pure. Thathe had taken 
his wife toseethem. Mr. J. H, Van Svay- 
oren, another artist, testified to a similar 
opinion. Mr. John Keely said he had sren 
the original of “Ihe Temptation of S:. An- 
thony’’ in one of the finest co'lection of 
paintings the world ever saw. Dr. Ed Roach 
Said be regarded the picturesas pure. Mr. 
Edgar Thompson said if he had the three he 
would hang them in his parlor and he was 
trying to raise seven children. 

That ended the testimony. 

THE ARGUMENTs AND THE DECISION, 

Mr. A: gier upened for the prosecution and 
made a suurt speech urging that the pictures 
were corrupting and snould be kept out of 
sight of children. 

Mr. Speer followed in ashort but happy 
speech, in the course of which heread Tenny- 
son’s story of Lady Godiva. He said that At- 
lanta was an enlightened city and could re- 
ceive and appreciate great art works. He 
twitted Colonel Spencer, saying the colonel 
did not know the difference between 
a creation of Raphael and i 
cutin the Georgia Cracker. He said that 
Atlanta was no.so frail that she could not 
have these pictures put in a shop window. 
He called upon the recorder not to put the 
city in that ridiculous attitude before the 
country. 

Mr. Angier closed for the prosecution. He 
urged that the weak should not be led into 
tempiation. He said A:lanta was a provinb- 
cial tuwo, acracker city, and was not ready to 
let these pictures be shown here 

The recorder then, in short order, said that, 
while there was a law against “lewd pic- 
tures,’’ there was none against ‘‘naked pic- 
tures;’’ that naked pictures were not neces- 
sarily lewd; that those in question were not 
lewd, and accordingly he aismissed the case. 

Phe decision was received with much 
cheering, and Mr. Pitchford was congrat- 
ulateu On allsides. 

He has soid the pictures as follows: ‘‘The 
Twin Stars’ to Mr. Emory Caliaway; ‘‘Lady 
Godiva’ to Mr..C H. Mudge, and *‘The 
Temptation of St. Anthony’. to Mr. James 
Anderson, of Russeil& Cu. He will to-day 
present Offiver Ripp with a handsome pic- 
ture for the interest he has taken in the mat- 
ter. Dau-says it isthe biggest advertisement 
he ever received. But, actingon Judge 
Bleckley’s suggestions,he will hereafter keep 
his nude art in the background until Atlanta 
gets more used to it. 
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TEARING DOWN A HOUSE.

James H. Hotbrook, e:c., vs. city of Atlanta, 
will be the soundiug of a suit soon to be in- 
stituted. 

Mr. Holbrook is guardian for the heirs to 
the estate of J P. Holbrook, and among the 
property which thereby came under hiscontrol 
wasa house and loton Castleberry street. 
The house was a sma!l three room structure 
and was known by the directory makers as 
No, 7,0astleberry street. Several weeks ago 
the building inspectors were asked to exam- 
ine the house. They did so, and in their re- 
port to the city council made the first of this 
month, they recommended that the building 
be torn down. The r commendation of the 
inspectors. was indorsed by the _ council 
and on the 12th of the present 
month, Ci y Marshal Loyd, in compliance 
with the law, wroe to the reputed owners 
of the property instructing them to tear the 
house down within fifteen days, unless they 
wished himto doso forthem at their ex 
pense. The communication was directed to 
James Tiller and the es:ate of J. P. Holbrook. 
It appears thet Mr. Tiller purchased one of 
the bheir’s share in the house. and that a law 
suit ensued, hence the sending of 
the lettec to him. Yesterday City Marshal 
Loyd finding that the house was still stand- 
ing sent the hook and laduer boys out and 
had it torn down. For this Mr. Hotbrook 
will bring suit against the city, alleging as 
his cause for action that he neyer received a 
notice from the city marshal directing him 
to tear the house down. He further alleges 
that he contemplated repairing the place at 
an early date.

THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
OPEN UP THE BIDS, 


The Asphalt Bid Not Considered- 8. H. Venable & 
Ce. Secure the Contract for Beigian Block at 
$2,089 and for Rubble at $1.07—What is 
Said About it on All Sides. 


The commissioners of streets and sewers 
yesterday opened and examined the bids 
tendered by twelve contractors for the per- 
manent street improvements to be completed 
during the year 1884. 

The board convened in their chamber ever 
No. 1 engine house at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon. There were vresent Commissioners 
Maher, Chairman, Ogletree and Nelson. The 
commissioners occupied chairs around their 
table, while a dense crowd of contractors and 
spectators occupied nearly every other avail- 
able inch ofthe flour, Among the contrac- 
tors who were present and upon whose faces 
anxiety was plainly depicted, 
were W. W. McAfee, J. Elward Kirby, J. D 
Collins, Edward Cozx,8S H. Venable, B. G 
Lockett, J. W. English, G. W. Johnson, J. A. 
Alexander and T. J. James. After Chairman 
Maher had called the body to order, tlie con- 
tractors, one at a time, squeezed their way 
through the crowd until they reached the 
commissioners’ table, upon which they placed 
their bids. The bids were all sealed and 
the envelopes indicated that it required a big 
bauik paper to tell what each contractor 
wanted to do and how he wanted to do it, 
Some of the envelopes were white and some 
were yellow, but they were all given the 
same consideration. After the twetfth bid 
had been deposiied, Mr. Hugh Angier, the 
city engineer, asked: 

‘Are ail bids in?” 

There was ne response, and Chair- 
man Maher announced that no 
bids could be received after the first one had 
been opened. There was another pause and 
then the chairman directed the city engineer 
tv Open the bids. From the pile Mr. Angier 
picked up a large white envelope and tore it 
vpen, The envelope fell to the floor, the only 
nuise in the room at the time being the rust- 
ling of the papers. The bid was then read. 
It owas from B. G. Lockett & 
Co., and was accompanied as ali 
other bids were by a check fur $200. It pro 
posed to furnish the brick and lay the twenty 
miies of sidewalk, as per specifications in the 
advertisement for furty five cents per square 
yard. Messrs. Lockett & Co. bid for side- 
walk work only. The second bid opened 
was unsigned, and not knowing from whom 
it camé the board tbrew it aside. 

The third bid was by W. W. McAfee, 
who wanted the paving only 
for which he asked forty-nine and three- 
fourths cents per square yard. 

The fourth bid was from T. J. James, who 
wanted todothe belgian block. rubble and 
grading work. He wanted forthe belgian 
bluck work $237 per square yard; $1.39 for 
the rubbie and twenty iour cents per cubic 
yard for doing extra grading and removing 
the dirt. Mr. James stated in his contract 
that he would notuse convicts on any of the 
streets upon woith he might work. 

The fittn bid opened was J. A. Alexander's, 
president of tne Stone Mountain granite com- 
pany. He wanted to do all exce pt laying the 
sidewalks. For the belgian blocas he asked 
$2 34 per square yard; for the rubbie stone he 
asked $1 32 per square yard; forthe curbing 
3744 cents ‘per foot, aud forthe grading 25 
Cents, : : 

James D. Collins's bid was next opened. He 
asked 53 cents per square yard for building 
tue sidewalks, and 535 Cents per lineal foot for 
furnishing and setting curblug 

[The seventh bid was by GU. W. Jobnson, 
who asked 38 cents per lineal foot fur the 
curbing. 


rubble work he asked $117 per square vari, 
and fur the grading, etc., 20 Ceuts and 35 
cents. 7 

Tae ninth bid was by Wright & Co., who 
agreed to do the sidewalks fur 54’, cents per 
equare yard, 

Toe tenth, and what proved to be the win- 
ning bid, was by S H. Venabie & Co. 
For the belgian block they 
asked $2 09 per square yard; for the rubbie 
$1.09 per square yard; fur the paving 59 cents; 
for tae curbing 53 cents and for the grading 
2U cents, 

Kelley & Ley’s bid was the eleventh. They 
asked $2 6U ror the belgian work; $160 for 
ihe rubole, 58 cents for the sideWalks, 50 
cents for the curbing and 50 cents for grad- 
ing. 

‘The last bid opened was that of J. Edward 
Kirby. He daivided his bid into paris and 
asked different prices for different streets 
Ou the streets wuere belgian biocks-are to be 
hsed his bids are: Whitehail, $235; Pryor, 
$231; Pewchtree, $229; Alabama, $2 27; 
Broad. $2 27. Onothe siree's where rubbie js 
te be used, his bids were: Wheat, $1.09; for- 
syih, $1.13; Decatur, $1 07; Pryor, $1.13. For 
grading foriy five cents. 

A thirteenth bid was offered, but was not 
considered. It was by the Warren Sharp as- 
phalt company, of Puiladeipbia. Waoen Mr, 
Angier began the reading of tbe bid, Chair 
man Maber interrupted him, saying: 

“There was no request for that kind of work 
and we can’t mix ’em,”’ 

‘Well, what is it?’ put 
Haiman, who was in the crowd, 
be read?’ 

“T have no objection to having it read, but 
it can’t go on our minutes,’’ responded Chair- 
man Maher. 

The bid was accompanied by the check and 
was as follows: For furnishing and putting 


in Councilman 
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two inches concrete base, $1 25; for streets, 
two and one-half inches asphalt on six inches 
concrete base, $2 75 

When the last bid had been read thetrowd 
retired and them the board made the award. 
Commissioner Nelson offered a resolution 
awaiding the pavement workto B G. Lockett 
& Uo.. at 45 cents; the belgian block to Ven- 
able & Co, at $2.09, and the rubble stone on 
Decatur sireet to J. Edward Kirby at $1.07, 
and that the bids for rubble work be asked 
for again. The motion was lost. 

A resolution granting the pavement work 
to Lockett & Co ,was then offered and carried. 
Tben the contract for belgian and rubble work 
was awarded to Venable & UCo., at $209 and 
$1.09, and forcuroingto Alexander for 37} 
cents: and on next Monday night the coam- 
missioners will so recommend to the general 
council. 

This award will give Atlanta the cheapest 
work everdoneinthecity. Last year the 
bid for belgian block was $249, just forty 
cents higher than Venabie & Co. Last year 
there was no rubble stone, but macadam was 
at its lowest at $1 27. Tois year Mr. Venable 
gives the city rubble stone at $1.09, which is 
eighteen cents less. This year the sidewalks 
go down for forty-five cents, and last year 
they cost fifty-seven cents, or tweive cents 
more. Mr.Sam Venable, the head of the 
company, says he will put a big force to work 
at and will push it through 
He i not confine himself 
to one street ata time but will work as many 
streets as he canstock. He estimates that it 
will require acash outlay $25,000 to begin. 
His werk on Marietta s:reet is one of the 
best piecesin the city. . 

The contract was freely discussed yesterday 
evening and last night. Everybody seemed 
to prefer rubble stone to macadam. It is 
claimed that the rubble stone will last sev- 
enteen years and that the belgian block will 
be good for twenty-three years. After the 
award had been mide a CONSTITUTION repor- 
terasked Chairman Maher which he pre- 
ferred — block at $2.09 or rubble at $1.09 
He replied: . 

‘I think belgian block cheaper ata dollar 
more than rubble at a_i dollar less.
